“PRESIDENT WILSON WILL- 
VOTE FOR WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


Says He Will Cast Ballot as Private Citizen, Not 
as Party Representative, in Election on 
Amendment in New Jersey.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—President 
Wilson will ‘vote for the woman suf- 
frage state conségitutional amendment 
in New Jersey, his home State, at the 


special election, Oct. 19. He said toflay 
that he would vote, not as the leader of 
the Democratic party, but as a private 
citizen. 

Mr. Wilson said he believed the ques- 
tion should not be made a party issue 
and should be decided by the states, 
not the national Government. 

The following statement was given qut 
at the White Mouse: 

“I intend to vote for woman suffrage 
in New Jersey, because I believe that 
the time has come to extend that privi- 
lege and responsibility to the women of 
the State, but I shall vote, not ag the 


leader of my part¥ in the nation, but 
only upon my private conviction as @ 
citizen of New Jersey, called upon by 
the Legislature of the State to express 
his conviction at the polls. I think that 
New Jersey would be greatly benefited 
by the change. 

“My position with regard to the way 
in which this great question should be 
handled is well known. I believe that 
it should be settled by the states and 
not by the national Government, and 
that in no circumstances should it be 
made a party question, and my view has 
grown stronger at every turn of the 
agitation.” ® 

Secretaries Garrison, McAdoo, Red- 
field and Wilson, who will also vote on 
the. question in the near future, have 
declared in favor of equal suffrage.

Joseph 
Carl Hirzy, 7-year-old son of Joseph 
Hirzy of %46 Plover avenue, died of 
the disease last Sunday after being ill 
only 24 hours. 

The school was fumigated Monday. 
The roll call at the school today showed 
that 127 pupils were absent, parents of 
many children having kept. them at 
home.

RADIO STATIONS 


Country to Be Encircled by Vast 
System of Wireless “Eaves- 
droppers. ”’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—All commer- 
cial and amateur wireless stations 


the United States will soon be organized 


by the Navy Department for immediate 
use in case of emergency by the Intel-j| 
ligence Bureau of the Navy. 

In the event of war, hundreds, and | 
perhaps thousands, of operators alous | 
the coast lines would be instructed .o 
‘listen in’’ on any radio conversatior 
that might be in progress within range 
of their instruments, each station using 
a different wave length. The resu!: 
would be to establish a line of radio 
“eavesdroppers’ around the country 
which would be expected to intercept 
any message transmitted by ships at 
sea or shore stations beyond the Dor- 
ders south or north. 

Intercepted messages would be prompt- 
l-- reported. to the Navy Departmet:, 
which will be able eventually to cow- 
municate with at least all Atlantic 
Coast .wireless. stations, directly fro... 
the office of Rear Admiral Beason, chief 
of navy operations. 

To facilitate . co-ordination of | the 
communication. methdds of - the. navy, 
five wireless antennae are now being 
erected on the roof of the State, War 
and Navy: building here and in a sound- 
proof room close to Admiral Benson’s 
office will be established what. might 
be called a radio exchange station with 
five operators and five sets. of instru- 
ments. 

From that room conversations.can be 
conducted directly with the big central! 
navy radio plant at Arlington, Va.,-and 
with navy stations along. the,gulf and 
Atlantic coasts. By relaying througn 
the Arlington station the départment 
will be brought.in direct touch with any 
part of the vast “wireléss. system now. 
being constructed. to reach from Maine 
to Cuba, and from Arlington. to the 
Philippines with stations at Honolulu 
and Guam..

Disavowal in Sinking of Arabic 
Taken to Forecast Adjustment 


of Lusitania Case. 


VICTORY FOR AMERICA 


Bernstorff Thinks Berlin Should 
Have Credit for Taking 
British Crew’s Word.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Germany’s 
disavowal in the case of the sinking of 
the Arabic, with, accompanying assur- 
ances that the posdikility of another 
such incident had been precluded 
through stringent instructions to subma- 
rine commanders, is regarded by offi- 
clals of the Washington Government as 
one of the most gratifying results ob- 
tained by American diplomacy since the 
European war began. 

The disavowat and promise of repara- 
tion for the loss of American lives made 
in a letter delivered to Secretary Lan- 
sing yesterday by Cotnt von Bernstorff, 
the German Ambassador, on instructions 
from Berlin, fs taken to forecast an 
early adjustment of the Lusitania case 
and other features of the submarine dis- 
pute, and of insuring against any. new 
aggravation of the situation as well. 

German Quarter, Optimistic. 

Optimism over the outlook for com- 
plete settlement is even more pro- 
nounced in German. quarters here. It is 
pointed out that Ambassador von Bern- 
storff has full authority from his Gov- 
ernment to act for it in the negotiations 
and that his determination to bring 
about an amicable adjustment has been 
demonstrated amply by the wide conces- 
sions made in the case of the Arabic. 

The crisis in the relations between the 
United States and Germany growing out 
of the submarine controversy, whici 
came near the breaking point on at 
least two occasions, is regarded as hav- 
ing passed, and all that now remains 
to the Arabic case is the fixing of the 
amount of indemnity. That phase o: 
the case will be taken up orally’at a 
conference, at a date yet to be deter- 
mined, between Secretary Lansing and 
the German An bassador. 

The next feature of the issue *o be 
taken up will be the Lusitania case. 
It had been held up pending a settle- 
ment of the Arabic case. 

“Diplomatic Victory.” 

“It is a diplomatic victory for the 
United States,"" the German Ambasea- 
dor remarked to a friend before going 
back to New York, “but credit must 
be given to Germany, I believe, for 
notly accepting the word of the British 
officers that they did not intend to ram 
the submarine.” 

This point, it was learned, at one 
time threatened to interrupt the pro- 
ceedings, as the German Government a}: 
first wished to arbitrate the conflicting 
evidence. 

With the Arabic case disposed of. tn> 
way has now been paved for sending 
the American note to Great Britain on 
interference with neutral commerce. It 
is expected to go forward within a few 
days. It has been delayed because Pres. 
ident Wilson did not wish to compl'- 
cate the situation with that growing 
out of the submarine controversy.

PARIS, Oct. 6—Ffom John Joseph 
Casey, a former newspaper artist in 
New York, now a private in the Sec 


ond Regiment of the Foreign Legion, 
the’ Post-Dispatch corresporident has re- 
ceived the first comprehensive account 
of the part played by the American le- 
gionaries in the great Champagne of- 
Yensive. Casey was one of the few who 
escaped with comparatively light 
wounds. His stor, as written for the 
Post-Dispatch, in a hospital at Gren- 
able, follows: 
By JOHN JOSEPH CASEY. 

We of the Moroccan division were in 
bivouac around ‘Suippes and Somme- 
Suippes during the bombardment of the 
Gexman lines, lasting about 70 hours. 
night® and day. Our  artillerymen 
claimed thay had guns enough in our 
sector to stretch acrosa the whole sec- 
tor in four lines if placed side by side, 
and touching. All these being fired as 
quickly as possible, you can imagine 
what hell was let loose during these 
70 hours. 

About 11 o’clock on the night of Sept. 
24 we shouldered our knapsacks gnd 
trudged slowly toward the first line of 
trenches, passing through Souain, a 
village absolut *y in ruins, but still un- 
der heavy artillery fire from the Ger- 
mans. Our own shells were singing 
over our heads, and we Americans kept 
wondering why, with the air so thick 
with shells, they didri’t collide. Maybe 
some did, but in the general uproar no- 
body would have noticed it. From the 
village we entered on a big trench four 
kilometers long, running, to the firing 
trench, without losing any men. Once 
there, there was nothing to do but 
watch the spectacle, and it was some 
show. 

For every meter of ground a shell 
would drop and earth streams would 
shoot into the air like waterspouts. 

Covered With Dust and Mud. 

After several hours waiting we started 
ahead again, following the Colonials, 
who were tq attack first and whose 
place before the Navarin farm we were 
to take. We heard our guns lengthen 
their fire to stop the German reserve 
coming up and then we worked our way 
nto our front trench, the Colonials hav- 
ing already started their attack. 

The front trenches were being knocked 
to pieces by German guns, bullets were 
whistling, shells screeching and explod- 
ing, and we were covered with dust and 
mud, as it had started to rain at 8 a. m. 

As the Colonials passed us we gave 
them a rousing cheer, but we didn’t see 


smoke and mist. About half an, hour 
later, however, we knew they had ar- 
rived, for all over the plain German 
trenches began to disgorge their men 
They came up from their holes, hands 
ir air, headed by their officers and with 
others carrying their wounded and were 
herded toward our lings by Territorial 
Guards. 

There must have been 1000 of them 
right in front cf us. Then we received 
the signal to start. We jumped out of 
the trerich fn a long line and without 
much loss reached the vacated German 
trenches. I stopped long enough to take 
a good look at them. They were filled 
with dead and dying, some half buried 
in shell holes, others crawling slowly 
toward our trenches. In some places 
the German dead were piled six feet 
high. 

We made the German prisoners carry 
the French and their own wounded, 


Regiment Cut Up. 

German shells began to cut up our 
regiment as we approached the Navarin 
farm and forced us to duck behind a 
rine grove and into a German communi- 
cating trench. 

The morning’s work had gained us five 
kilometers (about three miles), but still 
we couldn’t stay in this trench, as our 
losses were mounting fast. In one turn 
of the trench five Americans were killed 
and as many wounded. Our battalion 
managed to get across the open plain to 
the Navarin farm, from which the Ger- 
mans had retreated, by that time under 
fire from the 75’s not more than 200 
yards at our back. 

With darkness the rain came down 
heavier. It simply poured all night and 
we lay tin holes in water under a contin- 
uous bombardment. , 

Next day we managed to dig some 
trenches, but that night, Sept. 2%, the 
Germans commenced to -get after wus 
good and proper with their shells. One‘ 
American Sergeant, Bob Morris of Los 
Angeles, was buried under a big ‘“‘mar- 
mite” (French nickname for big Ger- 
man shell), but we pulled him out still 
alive. Whether he recovered I don’t 
know.

PARIS, Sept, MA new type of sub- 

marine mine layer ‘and a new and unique 
form of submarine mine have come to 
light in the recent activities of German 
submarines off the French and English 
coasts. The new mipe has an automatic 
adjustment by which one mine replaces 
another, such as in an automatic gun 
one cartridge follows another after each 
explosion. 
The existing form of mine generally 
used is anchored to the bed of harbor 
waters, the anchor chain giving enough 
Slack to bring the mine to within 10 
feet of the surface of the water. 

Recently, as the mine sweepers 
were at work, they discovered that the 
anchor lying In the bed of the harbor 
and holding the mine above, had been 
transformed into a small chamber or 
receptacle for seVeral mifies.

Otherwise they certainly would move some

I have talked with numerous troops 
which bore the brunt of the fighting in 
this offensive, and, much to my sur- 
prise, never in the entire war have I 
found troops in better humor aril 
spirits. Near La Bassee, immediately 
under the English guns, several u* 
dred #oldiers just returned from the 
trenches were bathing in gigantic sugar 
vats. Outside, the big guns, which were 
droning one shot after another, ha‘ 
nipped a tall smokestack of a factory 
but it was insufficient to bring it down. 
Another shell went through the adjoir- 
ing building, but this dtd not bother the 
galdiers floundering in the vats like 
rportive boys. 

Not far away a number of improvised 
gavtmills were cutting boards which sul- 
dier carpenters were nailing together 
for timbering the trenches. Each remi- 
ment has such a sawmill. In the same 
place a blg machine was turning -roui 
into so-called ‘“‘wood-wool,”’ or excs- 
sior, in vast quantities, which is use! 
for straw. A narrow railway takes this 
‘ direct to the trenches. <A captain of 
engineers told me that, so far, over 
~ ¥1,000,000 worth of wood had been “use1 
‘\% the La Bassee section in timbering 
a. trenches. + 
This was but ene of many evidence 
of the marvelous organization behird 
™ye German lines, which, much as I have 

of it, never ceases to arouse Wor: 
der. 

The French and English offensive 
against the German line between La 
Bassee and Loos began, as elsewhere, 
with artillery fire that none can find 
words to describe. It leveled the first 
German trenches, from which those who 
could be were withdrawn, but a portion 
cf the fire directed immediately back of 
the trenches made it impossible for many 
to retire: These threw themselves flat on 
their faces in the bottom of the trenches 
or crawled to bomb proofs. 

Germans Were Dazed. 


In some sections a sudden cessation 
of this long, uninterrupted ffre, which 
made the Gernman trenches like a vol- 
cano. was followed by a_ storming 
cliarge. The,enemy in many places 
having to d but a hundred yardg, 
were in the German trenches before the 
da occupants had a chance to re- 
cover their senses. Ghdstly hand-gre- 
nade fight now began in the labyrinth 
of trenches. Bomb proofs which were 
net destroyed by shell were jamme.i 
with soldiers who had crawled into them 
to ‘get out of the hellish artillery fire. 
Into these the English and French threw 
‘eend grenades. 

wh another place, close by, also south 
of Loos, en artillery preparation of hours 
was followed by a gas attack. First a 
huge cloyd of black smoke, causing 
great irritation to the eyes and throat, 
came from the English and French line, 
followea immediately by a wave 
e«Morine gas: then ahother smoke wave, 
then gas, alternating at intervals of 
from eight to 12 minutes, which drove 
the Germans back at a few points. 

A sudden change of wind, however, 
prevented the full effect of these meas- 
ures. Behind the dense smoke curtain 

artillery advanced at a 


massed artillery in full view. The Ger- 
hardly believe their eyes at 


end hand grenades developed unusually 

ghastly and grewsome features. 
From Trench to Trench. 

Men fought from trench to trench, 
and, where these had disappeared, from 
the edge of shell crater to shell crater. 
The biggest of these often was more 
than seven feet deep, affording excellent 
cover. 

In places shells fell where the dead 
had been buried, scattering fragments 
of their remains to where men were ly- 
ing on their faces fighting. Numerous 
officers and men told me they Yever had 
seen such a grewsome battle-ground. 

When one German artillery getachment 
had caught the English charge and En- 
glish shells had landed among the Ger- 
mans, high explosives had torn men to 
pieces. Decapitated heads, headless 
trunks, fragments of arms and legs here 
and there, the dead of today lying 
among the dead and fragments of dead 
of weeks ago, upheaved by shells, 
marked the battlefield. 

In some crowded bomb proofs into 
which hand grenades had been thrown 
through the doors the sight is said to 
be too ghastly for words. 

From the moment the English in the 
Loos section pierced the first German 
line and successfully penetrated two 
kilometers farther, the attack appeara 
to have lost fnitiative and direction. The 
German artillery concentrated its fire 
to prevent the English reserves from 
coming up in support. The English ar- 
tillery attempted to do the same to pre- 
vent the German reserves from coming 
forward, but failed to check then. 


Tributes to Allies’ Bravery. 

German officers and men pay splen- 
did tributes to French and English brav- 
ery and daring, but the unanimous opin- 
ion is that the English lost their heada 
after rushing the first Line. 

A private of the Royal Berkshire regi- 
ment, Who was among the prisoners, 
told me that, out of his regiment, 
only 18 men were left, that the regi- 
mental commander fell several days be- 
fore the offensive began and that the 
Major who took over the regiment was 
killed by a shell at the yery beginnings 
of the attack. That only 18 are left 
out of the entire Royal Berkshire regi- 
ment is evidently exaggerated, and is 
not credited by Germcn officers, who 
usually place no great Welght on pris- 
oners’ statements. 

I talked freely with prisoners, all of 
whom said they could not complain 
about the treatment they had received 
so far. All of them were comparative- 
ly cheerful. 

English ordere and instruction, even 
to the care of prisoners and dead, which 
I saw were worked out with neatness, 
clearness and comprehensiveness of de 
tails that caused the Germans to ex- 
press the greatest admiration and ac: 
knowledgment of unsurpassed thorough- 
ness; but all agreed that from the mo- 
ment the first object had been attaino2d, 
that of overrunning the first line, cor- 
fusion’ set in.

BRITISH SENT 
GAS AND SMOKE 
AGAINST GERMANS 


Gains in La Basece Region Not 
Commensurate With Efforts, 
Associated Press Man Says. 


By Associated Press. 

LILLE, Franée, Oct. (by courier 
via London, Oct. 6.)—In view of the tre- 
mendous preparations, the amount of 
ammunition used and the number of 
troops employed in the great attack 
along a front of less than 20 miles from 
La Bassee to a point south of Arras, the 
Anglo-French gains are not considered 
to have been impcrtant. 

The most important British gain was 
to the south of La Bassee Canal, in 
ar easterly and southeasterly direction 
where the Germans were thrown back 
from two-thirds of a mile to nearly two 
miles along a front between a mile and 
a half to two miles and a half in ex- 
tent. 

This was the main British attack and 
is declared to have been carried out 
by five divisions against four infantry 
regiments and one battalion of sharp- 
shooters. 

In addition to their principal gains, 
the French succeeded in taking some 
ground to the northeast of Arras, near 
Beaurains, south of Arras, and at one 
or two points farther south. Beaurains, 
which was utterly destroyed,.{s still 
part of the German lines. 

Along this entire front, as in Cham- 
pagne, the attack was preceded by a 
terrible artillery fire. which began Sepi. 
24, and increased steadily in intensity 
until the morning of the 25th, when the 
attack commenced. 


British Helease Gas. 

Before attacking the British sent al- 
ternate waves of asphyxiating gas and 
dense smoke across the field, first re- 
leasing the gas for about ten minutes 
and then the smoke for a slightly short- 
er time, and repeating this procedure 
several times. It was impossible to see 
a tree ® feet distant through the smoke 
clouds. 

Many old British line regiments took 
part in the attack, but there aiso were 
@ great many, regiments of the new 
Kitchener army. 

The German troops in places recap- 
tured the lost ground. This wus espe-

The German division corps and army 
commanders unite in declaring that the 
French and British losses were very 
great and that the German losses, while 
heavy, were small, considering the char- 
acter of the fighting. 

Germans in Good Spirits. 

In various trips along the front, the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
has never before encountered such high 
spirits among the German troops as pre- 
vail in this army. Neither officers nor 
men exhibit any signs of anxiety, or 
even uneasiness about the situation. On 
the contrary, the feeling appears almost 
one of elation. 

British prisoners with whom the cor- 
respondent conversed were also in ex- 
cellent condition, mentally and physical- 
ly, and their equipment was of a nature 
which was commented on frequently by 
German officers as ‘‘luxurious.”’ 

The British prisoners appear to be far 
superior physically and are, better 
equipped than the French. A great 
number of the latter were wearing their 
new steel helmets, many of which show 
marks of shrapnel bullets, and, in some 
instances, rifle bullets, which would 
have been fatal without their head- 
gear. 

The German commanders, while ex- 
pecting further Anglo-French efforts, 
profess to believe that their antagonists 
‘have played their last big trump.’’ They 
declare that the losses of the British 
reached 50 per cent of the forces en- 
gaged.

TVEILED PROPHET’S PARADE 
DELIGHT TOEYE FORCOLORS 


Huge Crowds on 61-2 Mile Line of March 
Pleased’ by Cleverness With Which Float 
Ideas Were Carried Out.

The Veiled Prophet street pageant 
last evening was a delight to the eye, 
by reason of its color, its freshness of 
material-and the cleverness with which 
most of.the ideas were carried out. In 
these respects it was better than in uny 
recent year, perhaps better than in any 
previous year. 

Those who sat or stood wabtine: for 
the parade, wearing a moderate amount 
of wraps, found the weather ideal.

be ready to return to Bulgaria. It was 
in the form of an edict from the I ga- 
tion at Washington and said: 

“The royal legation in Washington 
hereby notifies all reservists, »(ficers, 
noncommissioned officers and soldiers 
now located in the United States, tnat 
passage to Bulgaria is open through Co- 
lon, Rotterdam, and German and Aus- 
trian ports. The royal legation offers re- 
servists transportation through the 
above route at their own expense at 
the earliest possible moment. Ships will 
leave each Tuesday.”’ 

The notice caused the greatest ex- 
citement among his compatriots, | 
Setchanoff said. The statement as to 
the route to be used was understo>d ' 
by them to mean that their country is 
in alliance with Germany and Aus- 
tria. 

The editor declared that he and 
ethers have been collecting funds and | 
that practically all the Bulgarians in 
the settlement would respond to the 
call, reservists first and second call 
men later.

“These banks Know,” he gaid, “and 
vou and I know, that such rates are 
Cisreputable and without excuse, 
whatever the security for the loans 
may be. The bank that lends at such 
‘ates ig destroying its constituency 
and is at the same time committing 
slow but sure suicide. Some reports 
from the South and West, the North- 
west and the Southwest, especially in 
the wheat and cotton sections of the 
Southwest, are blood-curdling. They 
are like stéries from darkest Russia, 
of the oppressions inflicted upon the 
peasantry. The reports received at 
the Comptroller’s office show indis- 
putably that in some states and sec- 
tions borrowers and especially small 
borrowers, have been and are being 
subjected to extortions and exactions 
which the average man would con- 
sider impossible in this enlightened 
age.” 

Williams devoted much of his time 
to answering criticisms of hig action 
in regard to lower interest rates by 
Senator Weeks of Massachusetts, in 
a recent speech before Michigan 
bankers, He declared that Senator 
Weeks had said that the banker him- 
self was the man to determine inter- 
est rates, and in reply read a list of 
banks which showed an average rate 
of more than 10 per cent. It included 
two banks In Illinois, six in Minneso- 
to, two in Missouri, 23 in Georgia, 
six in Florda, 21 in Alabama, two in 
Louisiana, 315 tn Texas, 17 in Arkan- 
sas, three in Tennessee, 90 in North 
Dakota, 25 in South Dakota, 18 in 
Nebraska, five in Kansas, 38 itn Mon- 
tana, 14 in Wyoming, 37 in Colorado, 
26 in New Mexico, 300 in Oklahoma, 
12 in Washington, 10 in Oregon, 138 
in California, two in Utah, one in Ne- 
vada and 33 in Idaho. 

In one Southwestern state, said Mr. 
Williams, 131 banks reported that 
they charged a maximum rate of in- 
terest from 1§ to 24 per cent, 67 banks 
2 maximum between 26 and 60 per 
cent, 22 banks a maximum between 
60 per cent and 100 per cent, 18 be- 
tween 100 and 200 per cent, and eight 
Letween,200 and 2000 per cent.

REESE’S RECORD IS GOOD 


In Bouts on the Pacific Coast 
He Has Beaten Some Good 
Boys.

Club and the Post-Dispatch’s 
Boxing Authority. 

Leo Kelly of this city and Loliue 
Reese of Los Angeles, Cal., are to 
weigh in this afternoon at 3 o'clock 
for their eight-round bout at the 
Future City Athletic Club tonight. 


When the match was made it was 
agreed, according to announcement, 
that they would weigh in at 13 
pounds, and it is to be hoped there 
will be no failure on the pary of 
either to keep the eagreement and 
avoid such an affair as developed 
last week when the “Zulu Kid” re- 
fused to enter the ring unless Jimmy 
Murray got on the scales, though the 
latter had done so at 3 o'clock in the 
¢fternoon and, at that hour, weighed 
117 pounds. This match was made 
at 118 pounds, but the Zulu stood out 
at the last moment for _ ringside 
veight, while Murray claimed to 
Fave understood it to be at 3 p. m. 

The significance of the weight 
asreed upon between Kelly and Reese 
lies in the ability or inability of 
Kelly to do it. If he can, amd does, 
ii is positive evidence that he has 
done some hard traning, though 
whether he can be strong at this 
weight is a question that may be 
answered tonight. 


Is It Too Low for Kelly? 


During the present year Kelly has 
been boxing at weights varying from 


142 to 148 pounds at 3 p. m., though it 
has ex claimed for him by his man- 
ager, Smith, that he could maks 
138. 


During the past summer Kelly boxed 
a 12-round bout with Jack Britton at 
142 pounds, and it was reported thai 
he weakened as the result of too low 
a weight. It may be, of course, that 
he endeavored to make it in too short 
a time. 

The lowest Kelly has made for any 
of his local bouts during the past sum- 
mer was when he made 14 pounds ring- 
side for Harry Trendall on June 2%. Kel- 
ly was defeated, and the writer recalls 
that Kelly said after the bout that the 
strain was too great and that he would 
not make that weight again for any- 
one. Now he is said to be making L$ 
pounds at 3 o’clock for Reese, and he 
cannot possibly take on more than 
three or four additional pounds before 
entering the ring. 

Reese claims that 138 pounds at 3 
o’clock is virtually catchweight for him, 
as he can easily box at 135. 

If the men enter the ring in condition, 
this match should furnish some excitement. 
Both are of rugged build, slugging, rather than 
scientific boxers, and well able to assimilate 
punishment. Reese has been working wut 
regularly since his arrival in the city, and 
has created a ¢ impression among the 
local colony of boxers, some of whom are of 
the belief that he will prove too fast for 


elly. 

The semi-final bout of eight rounds will be 
between Bud Clancy of this city and Jack 
Coridona of Kansas City. The men are mid- 
cigweignts. 

In the preliminaries Howard Richardson is 
scheduled to box ‘“Mickey’’ Kelly at 1

-We 
find .that their pitchers will‘ have to 
pitch about seven per cent better than 
the Red Sox to equalize the difference 
in hitting power, and that the fielders 
will have to do about eight per cent 
better than they do regularly to bring 
them to the Boston standard, unless the 
Red Sox fall off that much in their 
work. 

The figures show neither team Is: like- 
ly to hit as hard as it does in season, 
because the opposing pitchers “dope 
out” to cut down its batting and re- 
duce the attacking strength all round. ~ 


Whitted Close to Lewis. 

But to the final comparison of the 
regulars. There 
those figures. , You would not suspect 
that Whitted, cast off by the Boston 
Braves, ranks so closely up to Duffy 
Lewis this fall that there is small 
choice between them. Neither did |! 
until I studied the dope carefully and 
cecivand @ach man’s work. 

When you come to figure an individual 
baliplayer you must make allowance for 
hig disposition, if that tends either «& 
enhance the value of his work or to de- 
tract from it.

On 
the bases he is not a speedy man, but he 
is tricky, trying to outguess pitchers, 
and he steals a fair number of times, 
principally by catching the other :eam 
unprepared. > He is just a little above the 
average in mechanical ability for out- 
fielders; he watches batters closely and 
he works hard and fights all the time.

| ATTACKS ON PUBLIC WELFARE. 

The report that many German-Americans in 
New York had pledged the withdrawal of their 
funds from banks participating in the Anglo- 
French loan is followed by a report of the or- 
ganizing of German-American banks in leading 
American cities. 

The reports show the extremes to which fanat- 
iciem will lead men. The withdrawal of depos- 
its by German-Americans as a protest against ‘the 
loan will accomplish nothing; the Joan is assured. 
The only effect of the movement will be to en- 
danger or destroy banks in which these pledged 
depositors have money. The movement is mere- 
ly destructive. The men engaged in it will tear 
dewn the institutions they have built up. They 
will attack the vital interests of the country. 
Many German-Americans who are shareholders 
or officers in ostracized banks will] suffer and even 
the depositors may lose money, if consequences 
flow from this foolish policy. 

Of course, in cities where there are German- 
Americans in considerable numbers there are 
banks now contrelled by German-Americans. As 
a rule, they are strong and flourishing institu- 
tions. The effect of opening new banks for Ger- 
man-Americans alone, if the effort succeeds, 
would be merely to destroy or weaken banks al- 
ready established. This destructive work would 
probably be accomplished without compensation, 
because a bank founded on a policy of ostracism 
and clannishness is not likely to thrive, It would 
not appeal to the general public, whose good will 
is necessary to permanent prosperity. 

We do not believe that the mass of sensible 
German-Americanship will follow wild financial 
leadership of this kind. They have never aligned 
themselves with atacks on the public welfare. 
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Ferrero describes the war as “history’s most 
awful whirlwind.” Let us pray that history may 
never repeat itself. 
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HUMBUG IN THE CRONE CASE. 

If Mr. Crone is deserving of a parole, let the 
matter be determined with a minimum of hum- 
bug. Nearly a score of the persons whom he 
swindled have been led to believe that the issue 
is a parole or their impoverishment. They have 
been persuaded that if he is not sent to prison, 
his friends will raise the funds to make restitu- 
tion’ and accordingly they have signed a petition 
to the court for his release. 

The willingness of Mr. Crone’s friends to come 
to his relief is measured by the actual sum in 
cash or negotiable obligations they have made 
available for hig victims at this date, while he 
ig still threatened with imprisonment. They will, 
of course, give nothing after that danger is re- 
moved and he is released.

It repeats 
assurances that precautions have been taken to 
avoid such occurrences in future, Despite the 
submarine commander's statement that he 
thought the Arabic was trying to ram him, the 
German Government accepts in good faith British 
testimony that ramming was not attempted or 
intended, and with expression of regret offers in- 
demnity for the American lives lost.

They should be 
heartily grateful to him for the patience and 
skill with which he has avoided hostile relations 
with Germany and has saved them from the cruel 
position in which such relations would have 
placed them.

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ANOTHER VACCINATION ‘* ACOIDENT.’' 

Two more school children have fallen victims 
to compulsory vaccination. At Burlington, N. J., 
Frederick Perks and his brother, Charles, aged 5 
and 7, died from tetanus last week. The physicians 
who attended them said that it was impure vaccine 
virus, not lack of care, that started the disease. 
The boys’ mother is a trained nurse. 

The official, responsible and accountable bodies 
to whom these infants deaths are chargeable are 
the Board of Education of Burlington and the 
State Board of Health of New Jersey, who made 
the rule that no child could enter the public 
schools unless previously vaccinated. There might 
not be an epidemic of smallpox in Burlington 
within the next century. And a visitation of that 
fisease, under modern conditions, might not be 
attended by fatalities. But all this is problem- 
atical. What is certain and irretrievable is the 
fact that two children, right at the opening of their 
lives, have been killed by official red tape. 

The people of Burlington, N. J., will doubtless 
be interested in the recent Supreme Court de- 
cision, quoted in the Post-Dispatch of Aug. 238, 
tc the effect that a healthy child, though unvacci- 
nated, is no menace to others, and that to deprive 
such a child of education is wrong and unjust. The 
court granted a mandamus to the parents, com- 
pelling the school authorities to admit the child to 
school.

In consistently refusing to recommend that Con- 
gress*shall grant votes to women, President Wil- 
son has followed.a very old American principle. 

The qualifications of those entitled to vote, not 

only for state but for United States officers, were 
left to be fixed by the states. In selecting mem- 
bers of Congress the Constitution merely says that 
persons shall have a right to vote who already 
have a right to vote for the members of the State 
Legislatures. As to those who may participate 
in the choice of President and Vice President, no 
qualifications at all are prescribed. A state’s mem- 
bers of the Electoral College are to be “appointed 
as the Legislature may direct.” 
But once, as has been often pointed out, has 
there been a departure from this principle. To 
make permanent the results of the Civil War, it 
was declared that no state should limit the right 
to vote on account of “race, color or previous 
condition of servitude.” 

A high ideal was embodied in this provision. 
But its practical workings have involved diffi- 
culties justifying extreme reluctance in adding fur- 
ther prohibitions on the states’ control of suf- 
frage. 

So Mr. Wilson has wisely withheld his aid in 
giving woman’s suffrage further momentum as a 
national issue. But woman’s suffrage as a state 
issue is an entirely different matter. New Jersey 
will vote on such an amendment this fall. As a 
citizen of that State, Mr. Wilson frankly discusses 
the merits of the question on which, as President, 
he has preserved a reticence disappointing to the 
leaders of the women’s movement. He says: 

It does not seem to contain any elements 
of danger: and if it does bring benefits, se 
much the better. 

Speaking of the possibility that these benefits 
may not be as great as hoped fof, Mr. Wilson still 
sees good in the success of the movement. For
